OF YELLOW FEVER WORK 


Doctor Left Report of Research 
Proving Mosugito Carries 


Disgase. 


By the Associated Press. . 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 19. — Dr. 


Aristides Agramonte, last of the 
four co-discoverers of how yellow 
fever is transmitted, who died in 
New Orleans Monday, was per- 
suaded a year ago by Dr. Hugh 
S. Cumming, head of the U. 8. Pub- 
lic Health Service, to write for the 
Southern Medical Association his 
own account of the yellow fever ex- 
periments in Cuba in 1900. 

“An authentic document correct- 


ing many misconceptions,” Dr. 
Cumming said of it. 
Dr. Agramonte did not credit 


himself and his associates, Dr. Jesse 
Lazear, Dr. James Carroll, and Dr. 
Walter “sed, with being first to 
connect the mosquito with the 
spread of the fever. This had been 
done, he said, as early as 1854, and 
by 1881 was the theory of Dr. Car- 
los J. Finlay of Cuba. 

But by “infecting mosquitoes 
and applying them to those who 
accepted the risk as well as Aur- 
selves,” Dr. Agramonte said, the 
commission did prove the disease 
was spread by no mysterious ‘“‘fo- 
mites” as was the prevailing medi- 
cal theory, but was transmitted by 
the Stegomvia mosquito which 
must first bite a yellow fever pa- 
tient during the first three days 
of the disease. 

These facts, applied in clean- 
ing and screening, lifted from Ha- 
vana the stigma of being a pest 
port, and assured New Orleans 
and Memphis they need never be 
revisited by yellow fever. 

Lazear died of the fever in 
watching the experiments, but not 
before he had contributed much 
toward their succe8Ss, Agramonte 
said. Carroll also caught the dis- 
ease, and was convalescings, Agra- 
monte recounted, whén the first 
authentic case caused Lazear and 
Agramonte “to wire the astounding 
news to Dr. Reed,” who had been 
recalled to Washington early in 
the experiments.

Newspaper Urges New Greek

Despite low prices, the Times 
points out, the theater has paid its 
own way, and made ‘municipal 
opera of the finest class” available 
to the many.

Louis’ opera yet,"’ the Times de- 
Clares, tracing the opera from its 
modest first season and relating 
that guarantors who made good the 
first season’s deficit were repaid 
from profits of the next,

Estimates of Community Fund 
officers, as to expenditures for the 


cent for administrative and cam- 
paign expenses. The allowances 
shown in the table, sent this week 
to fund subscribers, are 4.7 per 
cent for cost of campaign, and 3.3 
per cent for cost of administration. 

“Prior to the development of 
the Community Fund,” the letter 
to subscribers says, “‘the cost of 
raising money for operation of the 
agencies ranged from 15 to 40 per 
cent. The Community Fund raises 
its money for 4.7 per cent, and for 
3.8 per cent in addition to this, 
renders the service of a central 
clearing house, helps its member 
agencies with the job of interpret- 
ing their work to the public, gives 
much auditing and special assist- 
ance in bookkeeping and accounts, | 
and insures a more stable financial 
support.”’ 


The Community Fund dollar for 
the year 1931, the letter states, is 


divided as follows: 

Character building and citizen-| 
ship, 27.6 cents; relief and family | 
service, 26 cents; care of the sick 
and handicapped, 29.6 cents; care | 
of babies and children, 6.5 cents; 
administration, 3.3 cents; cam- 
paign, 4.7 cents; Community Coun- 
cil, 1.7 cents; Social Service Ex- 
change, .6 cent. 

Total expenditures for 1930, it is 
stated, were $1,865,039.64, of which 


‘about 6500 in the previous year, 
and of about 4000 in 1929.

Gandhi Denies Any Intention 
Of Setting Up Government of Own

AHMEDABAD, India, Aug. 19.— 


Viceroy Lord Willingdon, denied 
last night that he had any inten- 
tion of setting himself up as the 
head of a Government in India.

The Amberjack 
II, smallest boat in the race, bucked 
a heavy gale as the Fastnet Rock 
was sighted and for 12 hours the 
crew of amateur sailors faced dis- 
ister as they tried to make the 
rarrow fairway between the rock 
and the Irish coast. For three days 
the boat, owned by Paul Rust and 
ranned by friends, attempted to 
get through the narrow passage. 

“It was pitch dark, blowing a 
gale and raining hard when we 
miade Fastnet,” said H. H. Ethe- 
ridge, English member of the crew, 
who joined the Amberjack for the 
Fastnet race. 

“The wind suddenly changed and 
we were jammed between Fastnet 
Fock and the rugged coast. We 
could not tack and just stayed 
where we were, tossed by great 
waves. The keeper of the Fastnet 
light signaled our danger. 

“We were blown within 200 yards 
of shore. Eventually we managed 
to turn and run for wider territory. 

“Early Saturday morning we 
tried to rownd Fastnet and succeed- 
ed, but were blown up the Irish 
coast and not until Monday were 
we able to get back to I.undy Is- 
land.

Sharing Machine Profits. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE article, “Manufacturing Without 


Men,” by Frank P. O'Hare, in your 
issue of Aug. 17, is perhaps the most im- 
pressive showing of the mischievous ef- 
fects of the introduction of machinery 
to displace human labor ever published. 
In the same issue, Henry W. Anderson, 
member of the Wickersham Commission, 
charges that corporations have “dehu- 
manized industry.”’ The cold-blooded dis- 
missal of workers, somc of whom may 
have devoted most of their lives to build- 
ing up an industry, when labor-saving 
machinery is installed, is one of the meth- 
ods of dehumanizing industry, and we 
have plenty of examples of it today. It 
is one of the causes of our unemploy- 
ment problem with its menace to the 
entire social system. 

In his concluding paragraph, O’Hare 
suggests that “it is conceivable that un- 
hampered social engineering can work 
out new systems of social control, of 
planned production and planned com- 


pensation, which will permit the uni- 


versal expansion of the manless factory, 
to the greater happiness and security of 
man.” It should not be difficult to bring 
this about. All that is needed is that 
employers place the welfare of their 
workers above profit, by introducing co- 
operation or profit sharing. That is, 
when invention offers industry labor-sav- 
ing machines, et the employer and the 
worker come together around the coun- 
cil table. Let the employer say, “Boys, 
we have an opportunity to install ma- 
chinery that will make all your labor 
easier and give us greater profit. To- 
gether we have built up this industry. 
It would not sit well with my conscience 
to discharge any. of you because of this 
opportunity. Let us work out a sys- 
tem of co-operation, in which I shall 
devote enough of the proceeds to pay 
for this machinery and thereafter pay 
myself a just compensation for manage- 
ment and risk, together with dividends 
to our old shareholders. Thereafter, we 
will all be profit sharers, with the re- 
sult that your labors will be lighter, 
hours shorter, and you will have such 
an interest in the concern that I am 
sure it will be a success.” 

I have just been reading of the work- 
ings of the Russian kolhoz, or co-opera- 
tive farm. It is a vast improvement over 
the old individualistic peasant system, or 
rather lack of system. ‘The introduction 
of labor-saving machinery in the kolhoz 
means more profit and lightened labor 
to each member. Why not introduce this 
method in industry everywhere? CO-OP,

The figures on loans to Germany and payments by 
Germany tell the story of how remittances in the 
past have been financed almost entirely by the 
money lenders. Obviously such a condition cannot 
continue. Developments of the last few weeks— 
Bruening’s empty-handed return from London, the 
withdrawel of loans from Germany, the slump in 
reparations bonds—indicate how low German credit 
has fallen. The conference at Basel, which decided 
yesterday to urge renewal of certain German credits, 
realizes this is merely an expedient, helpful only for 
the moment. Hence these international bankers 
have taken the highly significant action of declaring 
for revision of the entire war debt and reparation 
structure. 
The Reich has pared every governmental expendi- 
ture and every official salary; curtailed its dole pay- 
ments and increased taxes. Five million unemployed 
aggravate the problem. Fascists and Communists 
lie in wait for a collapse of the present moderate 
Government, when one or the other would seize the 
reins, or plunge into bloody civil war for mastery. 
Both radical parties are sworn to repudiation of the 
treaties, and the sequel to that step would be re- 
occupation of the Rhineland by France, with a fresh 
conflagration of world dimensions almost inevitable. 
The value of the moratorium initiated by Mr. 
Hoover is not minimized by these possibilities, but 
it should be regarded as an entering wedge for a 
readjustment of reparations rather than a panacea 
in itself. The moratorium is the first indication 
of a world conscience toward the indemnity prob 
lem. It dramatizes the situation whereby Germany 
has been saddled with the cost of the World War, 
and furnishes a 12-month interlude for taking 
thought as to what may be done. Revision of the 
treaties to place Gérman obligations within the 
realm of possibility is essential if the high purpose 
of the debt holiday is not to be recorded in history 
as a futile gesture, vainly interposed before a new 
and more horrible war swept the world. The ar- 
rangements of both the Dawes and Young plans 
have proved by test impossible of fulfillment. The 
debtor Powers will only be the instruments of their 
own destruction if they fail to heed the warning. 
On the other side of the cordon, a change is like- 
wise essential if there is to result “the re-establish- 
ment of confidence, thus forwarding political peace 
and economic stability in the world,” that Mr. 
Hoover announced as his motive in proposing the. 
moratorium. The former Allied nations have dis- 
regarded their pledges at Versailles to disarm. Their 
peoples are burdened with the cost of militarism, 
while fear and suspicion bred by mighty war 
machines dominate the European scene. 
The timing of the moratorium gives the United 
States an opportunity to throw the staggering weight 
of her status as the world’s creditor to bring about 
disarmament. The moratorium expires next July: 
the disarmament conference at Geneva convenes in 
February. The interval will give the arming nations 
time to decide their course: whether to resume pay- 
ment of their debts in the face of an exhausted Ger- 
many and to proceed with their militarism, or to 
disarm and seek readjustments of the debts to 
America on the ground of their good faith. For 
the sake of world peace, this country cannot make 
debt concessions if the savings are to be turned into 
tribute to Mars; it is in duty bound to acquiesce 
if its debtors disarm. It would be a sacrifice for 
America, it is true, but the revival of trade and the 
re-establishment of economic stability here and 
abroad would write it off the books. 

The moratorium as it stands today is the most 
important action in post-war history. The contin- 
uance of its principle is essential for preservation 
of Germany, imperative for ending militarism’s rule 
among the Allies, necessary for revival of our own 
commerce. It is a measure on which depends largely 
the salvation of a world wracked by the conse 
quences of the war.

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ST. LOUIS AND THE CAMPBELL FORTUNE. 

It is the prerogative of American citizens to dis- 
‘pose of their fortunes as they see fit, and Hugh 
Campbell, who died recently, was entirely within his 
legal rights in providing that his estate should go 
to Yale University upon the death of his ihvalid 
brother. However, there is another aspect to the 
Campbell fortune, namely, loyalty to the community, 
to which Hugh Campbell was insensible. 
Campbell’s father, Robert, was a fur dealer and 
Indian trader, whose money was invested in St. 
Louis real estate... His sons were never forced to 
work for a living. As the city developed, the Camp- 
bell holdings became more and more valuable. The 
amount of Hugh’s estate is not known, though it 1s 
thought to be far greater than his brother’s. In 
1926, the latter’s holdings, as reported to the Pro- 
bate Court, were $1,342,000 in Liberty bonds and 
$75,198 in other assets. 
Like the immense Wendel fortune in New York 
City, the Campbell money increased through the en- 
terprise and labor of all the people who make up 
the City of St. Louis. They built up the city and 
the Campbells got rich through their efforts. Their 
sole contribution to the production of a large fortune 
was the negative one of sitting tight with their 
property as it accumulated unearned increment. 
In view of the history of the Campbell estate, it 
would have been in the highest ‘sense appropriate 
to leave at least a part of it in St. Louis. There are 
many things St. Louis needs, and Mr. Campbell 
might have erected here an everlasting monument of 
his gratitude to the city where he spent his life. 
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EAST ST. LOUIS’ WORLD’S FAIR MAYOR. 
It was said in East St. Louis that more people 
knew Judge Cook than any other resident. It prob- 
ably was true. Elected Judge of the City Court 
the year of the Spanish-American War, he had been, 
save for .one interval, continuously in the city’s 
public life, either in the Mayor’s chair or on the 
bench.

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Emigration at an End 
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Flood of immigration which built up world’s waste places in past decades has ceased in 
this epoch of depression; United States, Canada and Australia, which once wel- 
comed settlers, no longer want them; effect of situation on etonomics and politics 
is great, for it indicates how new regions have become settled and industrialized. 


HE migrations of man overseas are for 
- the time being at an end. This is a star- 

tling and momentous fact of our epoch. 

It is not realized by one in a thousand of 
us; it is ignored by politicians and econo- 
mists, it is denied by grotesque implication 
in the speeches and circularg of propagan- 
dists who constantly preach that it is our 
duty to encourage emigration to countries 
which will no longer accept emigrants from 
Great Britain or anywhere else. Migration 
was a master fact of Western civilization 
throughout the nineteenth century and until 
1914. In the past decade, it has been dras- 
tically limited in the entire English-speak- 
ing world. In 1931, it has virtually ceased. 
For several years before the war, the 
United States had an annual inflow of more 
than 1,000,000 immigrants from Europe. In 
1924 the quota law fixed the yearly total at 
roughly 160,000. Since the beginning of the 
great depression, in 1929, the quota system 
has been confirmed in a modified form, but 
immigration has been held up by regulatien 
and executive action of the severest kind, 
During several months of the present year, 
more people left the United States than 
were admitted. So long as serious unemploy- 
ment remains, the doors will not be opened. 
Canada in 19138 received 450,000 immi- 
grants. In 1930 the number was still con- 
siderable—nearly 105,000. The Canadian to- 
tal for 1931 will be down to a negligible fig- 
ure, while the number for Australia (4291 
in 1930) will be a minus quantity. In other 
words, the stream of British emigrants to 
the dominions has lately been a mere trickle 
compared with the outward flood of tha 
Victorian age, and the trickle today is 
barely discernible. 
It is to be noted, moreover, that restric- 
tions are now being applied to three special 
classes of emigrants which hitherto have 
been treated by the dominions as the most 
desirable, or, at any rate, the most needed 
at the present stage and more easily assimi- 
lated than any other. 
These are single young men, young women

going out to dcemestic service (commonly 
thought of as an indispensable migrant 
class) and boys and girls in their teens dis- 
patched by various religious and philanthro- 
pic societies, The demand in the dominions 
for domestic workers, strangely enough, is 
officially stated to have been suspended, 
while, it would appear, such institutions as 
the Barnardo Homes (which have worked 
out a careful system of training and supervi- 
sion for their emigrant lads and girls) find 
themselves gravely hampered by the preci- 
sion with which the Australian and other 
immigration authorities interpret their Gov- 
ernment’s embargo on reatricted immigra- 
tion. 

Still worse, perhaps, for the British over- 
seas settlement agencies, is the present hos- 
tility of the Canadian Government as regards 
the young men. At the time of the miner. 
harvester experiment three years ago, sin- 
gle men were regarded in some quarters as 
the best of all migrants. Today, emphat- 
ically, they are not wanted. 

Even more serious, in this connection, are 
the statistics relating to Ireland and Amer- 
ica. During the first half of 1931 there were 
only 476 emigrants from the Free State to 
the United States, while 1080, largely youag 
men, returned to Ireland. 

The United States is engaged in the gi- 
gantic task of welding its chaotic elements 
into a national community. Whatever may 
happen as to a return of prosperity, the 
close restriction of immigration will con- 
tinue. Less and less will the emerging 
American nation call upon the peoples of 
Europe for new citizens. The Australfan 
democracy, again, is resolved upon the con- 
trol of its population. 

As for Canada, there are two main facts 
to be keptin mind. The first is that, even in 
good times, the growing industrialization of 
the Dominion does not mean any material 
addition to immigration from Britain; and 
the second is that the rural West is now far 
advanced ina process of revolutionary 
change.
